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Remarks/Argumeiits 

Reconsidrntion of this application in Itglit of the amendments above and the following 
remaiks is recpiested. 

This siq)plemental amendment is submitted in response to four intetviews, as described 

below. 

The first of these interviews was conducted between Supervisoiy Examiner Banks and 
Applicant's attorney on November 24, 2004. Supervisory Examiner Banks scheduled a second 
interview to be held after Supervisory Examiner Banks and Examiner Francis had time to discuss 
the present application. 

The second interview was conducted betwem 5iq>ervisory Examine Banks^ Examiner 
Francis* and ^)plicant*s attorney on November 24, 2004, later in the day. Examiner Fmnds and 
Supemsory Examiner Banks indicated durmg the second interview that the currently pending 
rejections of claims l-ll in view of ttie Rdikffliper» Gray and Edmisson references (of record) 
would be withdrawn, and that a supplemental office action would be issued. Moreover, because 
the supplemental office action would regard examination in view of newly-idoitified U.S. Patent 
Application No. 2003-0073377 AI C'Mataja*^, among other refermces, and because the Mataja 
reference was not presently of record. Examiner Francis and SiQ>ervisoiy Examiner Banks 
indicated that the supplemental office action would not be a final office action* 

The third interview was conducted between Examiner Francis and AppUcant*s attorney 
on November 24, 2004, later in the day. During the third interview, it was decided that 
supplemental claim amendments would be prepared by Applicant's attorney and submitted to 
Examiner Ftancts by emails and that Examiner Francis would consider these supplemoiita! claim 
amendments during further examination pursuant to the discovery by Examiner Francis of tiie 
Mat^a reference. 

Applicant's attorney subsequently provided the suppl^ental claim amendments to 
Examiner Francis and Supervisory Examiner Banks, pursuant to the agreement arrived at during 
the ttiird interview. The supplemental amendments were delivered to Examine Francis and 
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Supervisoiy Examiner Banks by email on NovembCT 29, 2004, at 5:28 PM (local), as shown in 
documents submitted herewith. 

Concerned about not having received the suppl&nsnXsi nan-£nal office action described 
above. Applicant's attorney contacted Examiner Francis on December 22, 2004, by Idephone, to 
inquire as to the status of the case. Consequently, a fourth interview was conducted between 
Examiner Francis and Applicant's attorney on December 22» 2004» during which time Examiner 
Francis indicated that the new claims had been at least pieliminanly examined, and that at least 
some of the new claims were likely allowable, Examini^ Francis asked that the new claims be 
resubmitted by fiicsimile, so that the new claims would officially be "of-rccord" and the 
prosecution could proceed, whereby Examiner Francis and Supervisory Examiner Banks would 
review the new claims once more. The present paper is the resufamittal by facsimile requested by 
Examiner Francis during the fourth interview on December 22, 2004. 

In the present response, it is proposed that currently pending claims l-ll be cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer, and fljat new claims 12-31 be added. Thus, should the present 
amendments be entered, claims 12-3 1 would be pending in the present application for continued 
examination. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Several claims were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rehkemper in view of Gray and Edmisson. Howevw*. the rejected claims have now been 
cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Moreover, Applicant believes new claims 12-3 1 are allowable in view of all references of 
record, including for reasons discussed during the first, second and third interviews described 
above. A formal notice of allowance of claims 12-31 is therefore requested. 

A fee for a one-month extension of time is believed necessary for consideration of the 
present paper. The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge such fee to Haynes and Boone, 
LLP's Deposit Account No. 08- 1 394.
